Alſo in Indie, where the people honozeth 
the ſun. they aſſcmble together, and Wha the 
Cunne fyzſt appeareth, iopned all in a dauncc 
thep ſalute hym, ſuppoſing that foꝛ as tauch 
as he moucth without ſenſible nopſe, tt pica- 
ſeth hpm belt to be Ipkewpſe ſaluted, that ts 
to ſape with a pleaſant moc ton and ſcience. 
The interpꝛe tsurs of Plato doe thpnke. 
that the wonderful and incompꝛchẽ ſibie oʒ⸗ 
der of the celeſtiall bodpes, I meanc ſterrcs 
and planettes, and their mocions harmony⸗ 
call, gaue to them, that tntentifiy, and by the 
depe ſerche of reaſon beholde their courſys, 
in the ſundꝛye diuctſities of numbꝛe # tpme, 
a fourme cf (mitation of a ſemblahle mocion 


whpch thep called daunſpng. Wherfoze the 


moꝛe nere they app2oched to that temperãce, 
and ſubtile modulacion, of the ſapde ſupe⸗

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riour bodies ;the moꝛe perfect and comm eri ⸗ 
dabie is thepꝛ dannſyna:whych is molt lpke 
to the trouthe of anpe oppnyon that Jhaue 
hytherto founden. 

Other fables there be, whiche J ompt fox 
this pꝛeſent tyme: Ind now J Wwpll expꝛeſſe 
in what cſtimacton daunſing was had in the 
auncient tpme , and alſo ſundꝛy fou: mes of 
daunſpng, not all, but ſuche as had in them a 
ſemblaunte ot vertue oꝛ cunnpng.

King Da ba, the holy kyng Dauid, wearynge on hym 
uid daun a lpnnen ſurpleſſe, daunſed befoze the ſayde 


ling opelt arke,folowpnghtm a great nũbꝛe of inſt ru⸗ 


mentes of muſike:wherat his wpke My col, 

the daughter of kyng Saull, diſdapr.cd and 
ſcozned hym,Wwherewpth(as holp fcrppturs 
ſapth Jalmtghtip god was muche dpſpleaſed. 
And Daudd not ceſſpnge, daunſed topouſiye 
thꝛough the citee, in that manour honouring 
that ſolemne feaſt, whiche among the iewes 
Was one ok the chieke and pꝛyncipall, where= 
with god was moe pltaſed, than with all 
the other obſeruaunces that then were done 
vnto hym at that tpme.

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A wil not trouble the reders withthe in⸗ 
numerable ceremonies ofthe gftiles, which 


were copzehended in daunſpnges, ſenz thep 


dught to be noumbꝛed among ſuperſticions. 
But J wyl declare, how Wwple men and va⸗ 
liaunt capitapnes imbꝛaced daunſpng fog a 
ſoueraigne and pꝛofitable ex ercpſe. 
Licurgus, that gaue fpzite lawves to the 
Lacedemones (a people in Grece ) oꝛdepned 
that thc chyldꝛen there ſhould be taughte as 
dilpgentip lo daunce in armure, as to fpght. 


And that in time of warres they ſhuld meue 


them in battaple agapne thcp2 en empes, in 
fourme and maner of daunſpng. 
Semblablpe, the olde unhabitauntes of 
Ethiopia, at the iopnpng of thepz battatiles, 
and whan the trumpettes and other inſtru⸗ 
mentes ſoune, they daunce: and tn ſtede ok a 
aq uiuer, thei haue their dartes ſet about their 
heads, lpke to rapes o2 beamcs of the ſunne, 


wherewpth they vbeleue, that thep put theyy 


enempes in keare. | 
Alſo it was not left] foz any of the to caſt 


anp dart at his enemp but daũſing. Ind not 


only thys rude people eſtemed ſo nuch daun⸗ 
ſyng. but allo the moſte noble of the greekes, 
whyche foꝛ thepꝛ excellencp in pꝛoweſſe and 
wyldom, were called hatfe goddes, as Ichil⸗ 


les, and his ſon Pirrhus, and dpuers other.

that God gyueth to man, recpteth daunſing. 
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God graũteth to ſome ma pꝛoweſſe marctal: 


To an other daũſing, with ſong harmomcal. 


Suppoſe pe. that the Romapnes, whiche 
in grauitee of mancrs paſſed the Greckes, 
had not great pleſure in daunſing © Dyd not 
3Romulas,the fpzit kpng of Romapnes, and 
builder of the citee of Rome, oꝛdepne certain 
pꝛieſtes ond myniſters to the God Mars, 
whom he aduaunced to be his father? which 


pꝛieſtes, foꝛ as muche as certapne tymes, 


they daunſed aboute the cptce wpth tergates 
that thep ymagyned to fal ſroin heauf, were 


catied in latin Salh , whyche into engipſhe 


map be tranſlated datiſers, who continued ſo 
dong time tn reuerence among the Romaing 
that vnto the tyme that tha were chꝛiſtened 
the nobie menne and pꝛynces chyidzen there 
33fing muche dyligente and ſatie, coueted to 
be of the c9licge of the ſapde daunſers, 
Moꝛcouer, the Emperours , that were 
moſte nable delyted in daunſpng, percepuing 


ther in to be a petfecte meaſure, whyche may 


be catied Modulation: wherein ſome daun⸗ 


ſets of olde tymc fo wonderfully excelled, 


that they would\plapnelyp cxpꝛeſſe tn daun⸗ 
ſing, without anp woꝛdes 02 dptce,hiſtozies 
wtth the whole circumſtaunce of affgy2es in 
them contepned , whereof J ſhall xchcrſe 
twomcruaplouſe experience. 

At Rome, in the tpme of Mero, there was 
a philoſopher called Demetrius, wbyck _ 
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of that ſect , that foz as mucht as thep aban⸗ 
doncd ail ſhamefaſtnes in theyz-wordes and 
actes, the p were called Cinici,t1 Englyſhe 


dogap lh. This Demetrius often remouing 


daunſyng, old ſap,that there was nothyng 
th:irin of aup 111702! aunce , and that it was 
none other, but a counterkaptyng With the 
keete and handes, of the armonpe that was 
ſhewed befa2ec in the rebecke, ſhalme x other 
inſtrumen te, and that the moitons were but 
dayne and ſeparate from all vnderſtandyng, 
and or no purpoſe oz etficacie, Whereof hea⸗ 
ryng a kamouſe daunſer, and one as it ſemed 
that was not without good learnynge: and 
had in remembꝛance many hiſtozies, he came 


to Demetrius, and ſapde vnto hym: Syꝛ N 


humblye deſpꝛe pou, rcfuſc not to do me that 
honeſtie with pour pzeſcnce, in beholding me 
dance, which pc (hal ſc me do without ſoune 


of any inſtrument, And than if it ſhal ſeme to 


pou wozthp diſpꝛapſe, vtterip banyſhe and 
contoũd mp ſcience. Wherunta Demetrius 
graũ ted. The pong man daunled the aduou⸗ 


try of Mats and Aenus, and ther in expꝛeſ⸗ 


ſed howe Mulcane, huſband to Menus, ther 
of bepng aduertpCſed by the ſonne, layde ſna⸗ 
res foꝛ his wyke and Mars: alſo howe they 
were wounden and tyed in UMulcanes net: 
mozeoucr , howe all the goddes came to the 
ſpectacle , finallp howe Uenus ail aſhamed 
and bluſſhynge, fearefullp deſyꝛed hyꝛ louer

nede of any int erpꝛetour. 

Siſo the auncient philoſophers commen⸗ 
ded daunſpng: in ſo muche, as Socrates. 
the Wyſeſt of all the grekes in hys tyme, and 
from whom all the ſectes of phtloſopherg, as 
from a fountapne Were derpued, was not 
aſhamed to accounte daunſynge amonge the 
ſerious diſciplines foz the cõmendable beage 
tye,fcz the apte and pꝛapoztionate menpne, 
and foz the crafty diſpoſitton and facionynge 

of the bodp. 


It ts to be conſidered, that in the ſapd an⸗ 


cient time, there were diuers maners of daũ 
ſpng, whych varyed in the names, lpkewyſe 
as they dpd in tunes of the inſt rumente, as 
ſemblablp, we haue at thys dape. But thoſe 
names, ſome were gencrall,fome were ſects 
ail,the gencrall names were gyuen of the v⸗ 
ntuerſal fourme of daunſinge, wherebp was 
repꝛeſented the qualities oz conditions of ſũ 
dꝛp eſtates: as the maieſtie of pꝛynces was 
ewed in that daunſe , whyche was named 

Eumelia, and beloged to tragedtes : diſſolute 
mocions, and wanton countcngunces, in that 

whiche was called Cord ax, and pertatned to 


J. iti. cam⸗ 
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comedies:Wwherein men of baſe hartfour on 
daunled , Ilſo the fourme of battaple and 
fyghtynge in ar mure, was expꝛeſſed in thoſe 
daunſcs , whyche were called Enoplie. Alſo 
there was a kynde of daunſpnge called Hor⸗ 
mus, ot all the other molt lpke to that, which 
ts at this tyme vſed, wherein daunſed ponge 
men and mapdens: the man expꝛeſſpnge in 
his mocion and count enaunce ſtrengthe and 
courage, apt foz the warres: the mapdẽ mo⸗ 
deration and ſhamefaſtnes, whpche repze⸗ 
ſented a pleaſaunt contunctton of foztitude 
and temperance, ; _ 

In ſtede of theſe we haue now baſe daũ⸗ 
ſeg, bargenettes, paupons, turgpons, and 


roundes, And as fo the ſpeciall names, thep 


were taken as thep be no w, either of the na⸗ 
mes of the fyʒſte inuentours: oz of the mea⸗ 
ſure and numbe that they doe contepne 2 02 
of the fyꝛſte wozdes of the dittye, which the 
ſong copzehendecth,'whercof the daunſe was 
made. In euerp of the ſapde daunſes , there 
Was a concinnitie of meuynge the foote and 
do dp, expꝛeſſpng ſome plcaſant oz pzofitable 
aftcctes o mocions of the mynde. 

Mete a manne mape beholde, what crafte 
was in thauncient tyme in daunſpng, which 
at this dape no man can imagine 02 coniecte. 
But yt 2ennc would nowe apply the kyꝛzſte 
part of thepꝛ pouihe, that is to ſape from ſe= 
uen peres to twentp, cffectuel's in the ſcien⸗ 


cg uberall, and knowiegt ot hyſtozies, thep 
N wond 
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ſhoulde ren uc the anctent f5arme as well of 
daunſyng, as of other exerciſeg. Whertot᷑ 
they m ught take not onelp pleaſure, but alc 
ſo pꝛofpte and com modi ie.

litmptoar carieth it wzptten in his boſome. 
Whertoꝛe ieſte in repetynge a thynge ſo fre⸗ 
quent and commune, inp boke ſhould be ag 
kaſtidious oz fulſome to the readers, as ſuche 
marchant pꝛeachers be nowe te thepz cuſto⸗ 
mers, J wil retucrenily take mp leaue ok dt= 
uin es.

tient pacts and phiiolopizers matter as wel!

ouſes of 4jdompep# Ceſar, the wyidand ſe 
dictous wytte of Cinna, wyth the place and 
tyme, whcre and when the emperour ſhould Ek 
be diſfurnyſhed of ſeruauntes. No wonder 
though the E mperours mynd were vnquiet 
beynge in ſo perplious contlycte, conſpderyng 
on the one parte, that pf he ſhould put to deth 
C inna, whychecame of one of the moſte no⸗ 
ble and aunctent houſes of Rome, he ſhould 
_ ener lpue in danger, onleſſe he ſhould deltrope 
all that noble familpe, and cauſe the memoꝛp. 
of them to be vtterly extermynate: whyche 
mought not be bought to paſſe, without cf= 
faſton of the blondde of perſones mnumerg= 
ble, and alſo! petplle of the ſubyerſponof the 
empyze, late pacifped, On the other part, he

Fozgeue Cinna, he is taken with 
the mapnure, and mop not nowe indomage 
vou, pꝛołyte hee mape muche to the increaſe 
of pour renoume and perpetuall glozp, The 
tmperour retopced to hym ſeite, that Cimna 
had kounde ſuche an aduocatrice, and geuing 
her thankes, cauſed hs counſaplours, whiz 
che he hadde ſent foz, to be countermaunded, 
and callpng to hpm Cinuaonelp,commanded 
the chamber to de auopded, & another chatre 
to be ſet foz Linna, and that done, he fayd in 
this maner to hym 4 deſpꝛe of thee this one

What tyme Cinna, FJ founmde thee in the

Who that redeth the booke of E xodi, ſhall 
fpnde the charitee of thys man Wonderfull., 
Foz whan atmpghtp god, beynge greuouſly 
meued with the chp!dzen of Jſrael,foz their 
ingratytude: foʒ as much as they ottẽtymes 
murmured againſt hym, and vneth mought 
be kept by Moyſes from pdolatry, he ſapde 
to Mopſes : That he would deſtrope theym 
vtterly, c make hym rular of a muthe grta⸗ 
ter E better people.

man, that at the laſt he bzought hym to good 
maners and wyſdome. 

Aſſo the ſame Licurge, to the en ente that 
cheſtect of his beneuolence, toward the cam⸗ 
mon weale of his countrey mought perſiſte 
and continue, and that his excellente lawes, 
beyng ſtabliſhed, ſhould neuer be alterate, he 
dyd let ſweart al his people: that they ſhonid 
change no part of his lawcs, vntyil he wire 
returned, fapning to thctm, that he wold goe 
to Delphos, where Apollo was chiefly hos 
noured,to conſult with that god, What ſee⸗ 
med to hym to be added to, oꝛ mynyſhed ok 
thoſe lawes, whyche alſo he Cy ta haue 
recepued of the ſapde Apollo. But finally he 
went into the Jfle of Crete, where he couti⸗ 
nued and dped, comtmanndpug at his death, 
that his bones ſhould be caſt into the ſea, leſt 
pkthep wcxe bought into Lacedemonſa his 
countrep, the pcople ſhould thynke them (cif 
of their oths and pꝛomyſe diſcharged, 

Sernblable loue Codzus the laſt kyng of 
Athenes, had to his cotitrep, x 02 where the 

peop

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people called Dozes, whom ſome thynke to 
de nowe Cictians, would aduenge their old 
grudges agatnſt the Atheniẽſes, thei demaſi Charittie 
ded of ſome of their goddes, what ſucceſſe 
ſhould happen, if they made anp warres. 
Unto whom anſwer was made, that it they 
ſiewé not the kyng ot Atheniẽſes, they ſhuld 
than haue the victoꝛy , When they came to 
the ſielde, ſtrapte cõmaundement was geuen 
among theym, that aboue all thynge, they 
ſhould haue good a wapte of the kynge of = 
thenes, whiche at that tyme was Codꝛus. 
But he befoze knowpng the anſwere made 
by the Dozes, and what commaundeient * 
was geuen to the armp, dyd put of his pʒin⸗ 
ceip habptcez robes, and in apparaple all 
tagged and rente, carſynge on his nccaed.. 
bundci of twygges, entred into the hoſte of © 
hys enntmits, and was ſlayne in the pꝛeaſe 
by a ſouldiour, whome he wounded with a 
hoke pur poſtip. But whã it was percepued 
and knowen to bee the cozps of kynge Coz 
_ dzus,the Dozes all diſmayed departed from 
the fieidz, without pzoferpng battaple. And 
in this wple the Ithentẽles, by the vertucof 
their moſt beneuolent kyng , who toz pᷣ ſaufe 
| garde of his countrep, wpilpnglp dped, were 
clertip delpuered from battapil, 
O noble Todzus , howe wozthp had pou 
bene, if God had bene pleaſed, to haue abo- 
den the reparation of mankynde, that in the

letters : and cauſed hym tobe Hoſted With a 
Woꝛſhppfuli man of that citee , called C hꝛe⸗ 
mes. This Chzemes happened to haue aiſo 
a ſonne, named Giſippus, who not only was 
equali tu the ſapd ponge Titus in peres, but 
alſo in ſtature. pꝛopoꝛtion of body, fauoure, æ 
colour of viſage , cotntenaunce and ſpeache. 
The two childꝛẽ were lo lpke. that without 
muche difficaltee it coulde not be decerned of 
thepꝛ p2op2e parentes, whvche was Titus 
from Giſtippus, o Giſippus from Titus. 
Theſe two pong gentilmen, as they ſemed to 
be one in foꝛme & perſonage, ſo ſhoztip aficr 
acq uaintance, the ſame nature w2ought in

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their heartes ſuch a mutual affectton, p thetr

Giſippus, by the goodes of his father, was

foz e there were offred to hym great and rich 
martages. Ind he tha beyngot᷑ rype peres, ⁊ 
of an hable # goodlp perſonage , His fredes, 
kynne,and altes,cxhozted hym baſily to take 
a wyfe,to the entent he mpght encreaſe hps 
ttanage and pꝛogenpe. But the ponge man. 
hauing his heart alredy wedded to his frend 
Titus, andhis mynde fixed to the ſtadpe of 
phitoſophp, fcaryng that martage ſhould bee 
the occaſion to ſeuer hym bothe from the one 
and the other, refuſed of longe tyme to be 
perſwaded, vntyll at the laſte, partly by the 
inmpoztunate callpnge one of hys kynſmen. 
vartelpe by the conlente and adupſe of hys

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vere frend Titus, therto bp other deſircd, he 
aſſented, to mary ſuch one as ſhuld lecke him.

That bcholdpng Eiſippus, & beyng alſo re⸗ 
ſolued into teares , molt heriip deſyred hym, 
and (as I mought ſap ) coniured hym, foz the 
kerutti and entier lone that had bene, and pct 
Was betwene them, that he would no lenger 
hyde trom hym his gricfe , e that there was 
Qt. tiij. nothpng 
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nathynge to hym fo decre oz p2ecpous (al- 
though it were hys owne ipfe ) that moughe 
te ſtoꝛe Titus to helthe , but that he ſhouide 
gladlpe, and withoute grutchynge empiope 
it, wich whyche wozdes, obteſtations, and 
teares of Giſippus, Titus conſtreigned, all 
biuſ@ynge and aſhame d, holdpng down hys 
head, bzought furthe with great diſticultce 
his wozdes in this wyſe.

ches, as he was ſhoulde peryſhe, than ſo no⸗ 
ble a man, as was Giſippus, ſhould ſuſteyne 
repꝛothe oz domage.

ced and ſwetely kyſſed Titus. percet⸗ 
uynge the matter ſure, and not teigned, as a 
man not ſycke, but oneip awaked out of hys 
ſlepe, ſet hym kelfe vp in his bed: the qupcke 
bloud ſomewhat reſoꝛted vnto his vilage, x 
after a litle good meates and dꝛinkes taken, 
he was ſhoꝛtiy and in a fewe daps reſto2ed 
into hys olde facton and fygure , To make 
the tale ſhozt: The day of inarpage was co⸗ 
men.

(es, and no mcrugple - Foz what perſonne 
ſhoulde be ſo hardye, to attempte any ſuche 
thyng againſt me, beyng a Romapne, and of 
the noble bloade of the Komaincs © Oꝛ who 
ſhouide be thought ſo malicious, to flcaime, 
who as all pe be mp iudges) neuer ttcſpaſz 
(cd againſt any perlõ within this citee. May 
nay my frẽdes, I haue nonc of pon ali ther in 
ſuſpected, I percepne pou deſire and harken 
to know, what he was, that pzeſumecd to dog 
ſo cruel e great an enterpꝛyſe. At was loue, 
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noble Athenienſes, the fame loue, whych as 
pour poetes doe remember, dpd wornde the 
mo2e patte of all the goddes, that pe doe ho⸗ 
noꝛ, that conſtrapned Jupiter to tranftoꝛme 
dym ſeife in a wan, a bull, and dyuers other 
Ipkeneſſes:the ſame loue that cauſed M ercu⸗ 
les, the vainquiſher and deſtroper ok Mon⸗ 
ers and Giantes, to ſpynne on a rocke, ſit⸗ 
tyng amonge mapdens in a womans appa⸗ 
raple:the ſame loue that cauſed to aſſemble 
al the noble pzinces of Aſia and Grete in the 
fieides of Trop: the ſame lone I ſay, acainft 
wholc aſlauites map be founde no defence oz 
#7 7 reſiltence, hath ſodainipe and vn ware ſtry⸗ 
1 4 ken me vnto the heart, with luch vehemence 
1 1 and myghte, that I had in ſhozie ſpace dped 
1 with moſte fernent tourmentes, had not the 
1 incomparable fr endſhyp of Giſippus holpen 
1 me. I ſee, pou would fapne knowe, who ſhe

woman, wherunio he was indeed by hys 
fredeg a not by biolèce 6f Cupide coſtratued 
as I am, hath wilknglp graunted to me the 
intereſt that he had in the damoſtl T ud it is 
J Titus, that haue verclye webded hir, Þ 
baue put the ryng on hir finger.

Leaue pour grud gepnges and menaſpnge 
countenaunce, towarde Giſippus , he hathe 
done to pou ali honour , and no decde of re⸗ 
pꝛoche. I tell pou he hath accompiyſhed an 
the partes of a fricnde : that lone, whiche 
Was molte certapne, hath he conipnued. 
He knewe, he mought fpnde in Grice an o⸗ 
ther mapden, and fapzeand as tyche as this 
that he Had choſen, and one pcrchance , that 
he mought loue better.

Sone after Titas beinge ſent fox by the 
authozitce of the ſenate and people ot Rome, 
epared to departc out of Fthenes, wold 
pne haue had Eiſippus to haue gone with 
hym offrpng to deutde with him all his ſub- 
ſtance and foꝛtune. But & iſippus, conſide⸗ 
ryng ho we neceſſarp his counſaple fhouid be 
to the citee of Athens would not depart out 
ok his countrep, not wiihſtanding that aboue 
al erthly thynges, he moſte deſircd the com⸗ 
pany of Titus:which abode allo, fo; the ſaid 
deration, Titus appzoued. 

Titus with his lady ts departed towards 
the citte of Rome. Whete at their compng , 
were ol ß mother of Titus, his kynſme, thct 
and of all the ſenate and people iopouſly re⸗ 
cepued. Ind there lyurd Titus wpth his la⸗ 
dp in tope incxplicable,and had dy hir manpe 
fapze chpld2en:and foz his wyſdome and ler⸗ 
nyng was ſo highlp eſtemed, that there was 
no dygnptee oꝛ honourable office within the 
citet, that he hao not with much fauour and 
pꝛayſe achiened and occupied. 

But no we let vs reſoꝛt to Siſippus. Who 
{mmedtatly vpon the departpnge of Titus. 
was ſo malpgned at, as well by hys owne 
kynſmen,as by the frendes ER lady, that

Ind pet not bepnge therewith ſatilfped , ky⸗ 
nally thep adigdg«dhpm bnWozthy to cntop 
any poſſeſſions oz goodes, left to hym * 


arentes, whome he (as they ſuppoſed) by 

is vndiſcrete frendſhyppe hadde ſo diſtap⸗ 
ned. Wheretoꝛe they dyſpopled hym ok all 
thynges, and almoſt naked, expelled hym out 
of the citee. Thus is Giſippus, late welthy, 
and one ot the moſte noble men of Aihenes, 
foz his kinde heart, banyſhed his own coun⸗ 
trep ſoʒ cuer, as a ma diſmaptd, wandzing 
hither & thither, fypudpng no man that would 
focour him. At the laſt tcemembzyng in what 
pleſute his fred Titus pued with his lady, 
foʒ who he ſuſtred theſe domages. concluded 
to go to Rome, and declare his inkoꝛtune to 
hig ſapd kriend Titus, what hal nede alog 
ale: in concluſion, with muche papne, colde, 
hunger, and tgurſt, he is commen to the cttee 
of Rome, and dplpgentip inqupzynge foz ye 
houſe ot Titus, at ihe laſte he came to (t:but 
Leholopng it fo beautpfull, . e pzyn⸗ 
tel, he was aſhamed to appꝛoche nygh to it, 
bepng in lo ſymple cdate and buclad , but 
ſi andeth by , that in raſe Titus came fozihe 
aut ot his houle, he a. oughc pz ckent him 9 
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to him. Ne being in this thought. Titus hol 
dyng his lady by the hande, iſſued out from 
his boce, and takpng thepꝛ hozſes to ſolace 
them ſeife,hchelde E iſippus, and beholdyng 
his vpie apparaple, regarded hym not, bat 
paſſed furthe on theyꝛ wape, wherwith Gi⸗ 
ſippus was ſo wounded to the hearte, thin= 
king Titus hadde contempned his foztune, 
that oppzeſſed with moꝛtal heuynes, fel in a 
ſowne, but bepnge tecouered by ſome that 
ſtode bp, thynking hpm to be ſicke, fozthwith 
departed, entenopng not to abpde any lenger, 
but as a wiide beaſt to wander abzode in the 
woꝛld. But foz werpnes he was cöſtrained 
ta enter into an old barne, without the cttce, 
whereghe caſting him ſelfe on the bare groũd 
with weppng # dolozous crying , bewapled 
his foztune: But molt of al accuſing the in⸗ 
gratitude of Titus, foz whom he ſuffred all 
that myſery: the remembzance wherok was 
ſo intoltcrable, that he determined no lenger 
to liue in that anguyſhe & dolour. Ind ther⸗ 
with dzew his knife, purpoſing to haue ſlain 
him ſeif. But ener wiſdom (which he by the 
ſtudp of philoſophy had attayned)withdzew 
hym frome that deſperate acte , Ind in th 
contention, betwene wildome and wpll, fas 
tigate with long iourneys in watche , oz ag 
God would haue it, he fel into a depe fleape, 
His knvfe(wherwith he would haue ſlapne 
him ſelf)faliing down by him. In the meane 
time a common aud notable rutftan oz theke

handes. Whertoze he denied nothynge that 
was lapde to his charge, deſirynge the otfi⸗ 
ters to make haſt that he mought be ſhoztly 
out of Hts ipfe. Wherat they maruepleb. J- 
none repozt came to ſenat, that a man was 
flapne, and that aſtraunger , and a Grecke 
dozne, was found in ſuch fozme, as is befoze

the deathe, foz his ſaulfegarde, moe impoꝛ⸗ 
tunatiy cried to the ſe nat to pꝛocede in their 
tudgement on him, that was the verp offen= 
der. Titus denped, and affirmed with rea⸗ 
ſons and argumentes, that he was the mur⸗ 
derer, and not Giſippus. Thus they of tong 
tyme, with abundance of teares contended, 
Which of them ſhold dye foz the other, wher 
at all the ſenate and people were wonderſly 
abaſhed, not knovwpng what tt ment. The 
porn y a in y hapned to be — the pzeace 
at that tymc, who percepuyng the meruap⸗ 
Jonus contentton of theſe t wo perſons, which 
were bothe innocent, and that it pzoceded of 
an incõparable frendſhyp, was vehement iy 
1 — mon he tronth, Xoherefoze 
c bzake though the pꝛeaſe, and commpnge 
befoze the ſenate, ſpake in thys wple, -

The Parthianes in a cpuile diſcozde a= 
monge them ſemnea, dꝛaue Arthabanus their 
kyng out ot hys realme, and elected amonge 
them one C innamus to be theyꝛ kyng, Jaz 
ate kyng of Idiabenes, vnto whom Artya 
banus was fledde, ſent an ambaſſade vnto 
the Marthiens, exhoꝛtynge them to recepue 
agapne Arthabanus: but they made anſwer 
that ſens the departing ol Þrthabanus,thep 
had by a hole aſſent choſen Cinnamus, vnto 
whom they had done their fealtie, and were 
Cwom his ſubiects, which othe thei monght 
not lauiuliy bzeake,Thereof hearyng Cin⸗ 
namus; who at that tyme was kynge ouer 
thein,wzote vnto Arthabanus and 'Jazate, 
that they ſhoulde come, and that he wold ten 
der the ropalme of Parthia vnto Trthabaz 
nus.

TThe noble philoſopher, and moſt excellent 
ozatour Cicero, faith in this wyle, Saplence 
ts the ſcience of thyngs diuine and humaine, 
whpch conſidereth the cauſe of eutry thyng, 
pp reaſon wherof, that whiche is diuine, ſhe 
koloweth, that whyche is humapne, ſhe eſte⸗ 
meth farre vnder the goodneſſe of foꝛtune. 
This definition agreeth well wyth the 
gykt of ſapience, that god gaue to Salomon, 
kynge of Iſraell, who aſked only wyſedom, 
to gouerne ther with hys realme. But God, 
Whyche is the kountapne of Saptence, gract⸗ 
duſlp ponderpng the ponge pꝛinces petition, 
cphyche pꝛoceded of an apte inclinatpon ta

vertue , wpth his owne molt bounteous ly= 


deralptee, whyche he purpoſed to empiop on 
hym, koꝛ the entiere lone t hat he had to hys 
father : he therefsze infuſed in hym plentee 
of all wyſedome and cunnynge, in thyng es 
as well naturall as ſupernatarail: as it ap⸗ 
pereth by the wozkes of the ſame kyng Sa⸗ 
domon, wherin be well nyghe as many wyl=

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domts, as there be ſentences . And in mpne 
opinpon, one thyng is ſpecially to be noted. 

Rypng Daupd, father to Salomon, was a 
man of a rate and meruaplous ſtrengthe, in 
Co much. as he him ſelf repoꝛteth in the boke 
of kynges, beynge a chylde, and caripnge to 
hys bzcth2cn thepꝛ dyner, where they kepte 
thep2 cattel, he ſlewe fir ſte a great beare, and 
after a lyon, whych ſierce and hungry aſſau⸗ 
ted hym, although he were vnarmed: Ind 
whether he had anp weapon oz no, it is vn⸗ 
certapne, ſens he maketh therof no mencion. 
Aiſo of what pꝛowes he was in armes, and 
dow valpaunt and good a capitapne in bat⸗ 
taple, it map ſuffictiently appere to them that 
Wylreade hys noble actes # atchteuances in 
the bookes befoꝛe remembꝛed. Wherein no 
good catholpke man wyll any thyng doubte, 
thoughe thep bee meruaplous, yet not withs 
ſtandyng al hys ſtrength and puiſſance was 
not of ſuche effecte, that in the longe tyme of 
bys reygne, whyche was by the ſpace of. xl. 
peres, he coulde haue any tyme vacant from 
warres. But alwape had cpther contpnuall 
battaple with the Phyliſtines, oz elles was 
moleſted wpth hys owne chyldzen, and ſuch 
ag ought to haue bene his frendes. C or trarp 


 wple, his ſonne Salomon, of whome there 


is no notable mention made, that he ſhewed 

any commendable feate, concernpyge marci⸗ 

all pzoweſle , ſaupnge the furnyture of hys 

garriſons with innumerahle men of ork 
| oꝛſc 
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voꝛſes and charpotes , whyche pꝛoueth not 
hym to be valiant and ſtrong, but only pꝛu⸗ 
dent: after in a lpttie bykerynge Wwpth the 
Philiſties, in the begynnpng of hys reygne, 


contynued in peace without any notable ba⸗ 


tayle, oꝛ moleſtation of anpe perſon , Where= 
foze he ig named in ſcripture, Rex pacificus, 
Wwhypche is in englyſhe. The pcaſitiekpnage, 
And onelp by ſapience ſu gouerned hys real» 
me, that though it were but a lpttie realne 
in quantitee, pet it excelled incomparably ali 


other in honour and ryches. In fo muche as 
ſiluer was at that tyme in the citee of Bieru 
ſalem, as ſtones in the ſtrete. W her koꝛe it ig 


to be noted, that Sapience in the gouernance 
of a publpke weale, ig ok a mozc efftcacye, 
than ſtrength and puiſſantde. 

The authozitec of Saptence is well de⸗ 
clared by Salom tn his pꝛouerbeg, ſaping: 
By me kynges do reigne, and makers of la⸗ 
Wes dyfcerne thynges that be tuſte. By me 
pꝛinces do gouerne, and men houpng power 
and authoꝛitee. doe determpne tuſtice. J loue 
aͤll thepm that laue me. æ who that watchcth 
to haue me, ſhal finde me. With me is bothe 
rycheſſe and honour.ſtatelpe poſſcſſtong and 
tuſtice. Better is the fruite that commeth of 
me, than golde and ſtones that be precious. 

The ſame kynge ſapeth in hys booke, cal⸗ 
led Eccleſiaſtice: A Rpnge without Dapt@ce 


ſhall loic hys people, and citees Hall be tnha= 


bytcy by the witte of thei that be pzudent, 
Bb. iig.  whichs 
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Gouernour. 
7 Whyche ſentence was verified by the ſonne 
and ſucceſſour of the ſame kynge Salomon, 
calied Roboam,to whom the ſapd boke wag 
Witten, who neglectyng the wple and ver⸗ 
tuous doctrine ot his father, contemned the 
ſage counſaple of auncient men, and imbꝛa⸗ 
ced the lyght perſwaſions of ponge men and 
flatterers, whereby he loſte his honoure, and 
bought his rcalme in perpetuall diuiſion. 
The Empire ok Rome (whoſe beginning. 
pꝛoſperptee, and deſolation ſeemeth to bee a 
myzrour and example to allt other Realmeg 
anb countreys ) declare th to them that exact⸗ 
ye beholde it, of what fozce and value Da⸗ 
pience is to be eſtemed, beyng begunne with 
ſhepcheardes, fleyng the wꝛath and dpſplea⸗ 
ee of 2 _—_— et 
omulus.duryng the tyme or his repgne, 
— (whyche was. xxrvᷣ ij. eres) nothynge dyd 
10 cans, entcrpzyſe , without the authozitec and con⸗ 
«lk Fſentofthefathers, whom he hym ſelte choſe 
to be Denatours, And kpnallpe, as longe as 
the Senate continued in the citee of Rome, 
and retepned their authozitee, which they re⸗ 
cepued of Romulus, and was encreaſed by 
Tultus Moſtilius, the thpzde kynge, thep 
wonderfully pzoſpered , and alſo augmented 
their empire ouer the moze part of the wo2ld 
But ſoone after the Emperour Conſtantine 
had abandoned the citee, and tranſlated the 
Senate from thens to Conſtantinople, and 
that finally the name and authozitce of the | 
GE Se. Senate, 


— 
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Senate, was by litie and litle exhauſt, dy the 
negligence and kolp of ignoꝛant emperoures, 
not onelp that moſt noble citie, head and pꝛin 
ceſſe of the woꝛlde, and fountapne of all ver 
tue and honoure, fell into moſte lamentable 
rume, but alſo the maieſtpe ot the Emppꝛe 


decayed vtteripe, ſo that vneth a littell ſha⸗ 


owe therof nowe remapneth, whpch who 
ſo beholdeth and conkerreth it wpth Rome 
_ wha it kloziſhed, accozdyng as it is left in re⸗ 
membꝛance by noble wꝛiters, he ſhall vneth 
Ke pe tcares out of his eien, beholding it now 
ns arotten ſheepecote in compariſon of that 
citie noble and triumphant. O pooze and mt 
ſerable citie, what ſund;y tozments,cpciſiog 
ſubuertions, depopulations, and other euplt 
aduentures hath hapned vnto the, ſens thou 
were berefc of that noble court of Sapiẽce:? 
whole auctoꝛitie tf tt had alwap continued, 
being alſo confirmed in the faith and true re⸗ 
ligton of CThziſt, God bepng with thee plea⸗ 
ſed, thou couldeſt neuer haue ben thus deſo⸗ 
late vnto the finall tonſummation and ende 

of the woulde, 
doubt not, but it is Wel knowen to eue⸗ 
rp Catholtke man, that hath the uberali vſe 
of reaſon, that all inanerof vnderſtandynge 
and knowlage wherof pꝛocedeth perkecte o⸗ 
peration, do take their oʒiginali of that hygh 
ſaptence, which is the opetatrice of all thpn= 
ges.

but only thep that excel other in terning, Mo 


man hauing natura realon, though he neuer 
tedde logpke, woll tudge this to de a good ar= 
gument, conſiderpng that vnderſtandynge, 
called in latinc Intellectus, and Mens, is bp 
it ſelfe ſuſktcient, ⁊ not of any necellitce an⸗ 
nexed to doctrine , but doctrine pꝛocedeth of 
vnderſtãding. But if doctrine be alway attẽ 
dypng vpon vnderſtandpng, as the deughtcr 
vpon the mother, vndoubtcdiy than vnder= 
ſtãdyng inuſt be rhe moꝛe perfect, æ of a moze 
efftcacie,being increaſed by the inuentions # 
cxpet pences of many other declared by doc= 
krine, no one ma without inſpiration hauing 
no wlage of al thynge. J call doctrine diſct= 
pline intellectife, oꝛ lernyng. which is eyiher 
in wꝛpt inge, oz by repoꝛte of thynges bcfoze 
knowen,whyche pzocedeth from one man 10 
an other. That which Jhaue ſayd, is in this 
Wyle confirmed by Salomon, ſaping: a man 


that is wylc,bp hearyng ſhal bicome wypſer. 


And he that hath vnd:rſtandpng , ſhail be a 
gouernour, Sencca ſapth: We inſtructe our 


ariif, etht

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childꝛen in liberal ſciences, not becauſe thoſe 


Cc. ij. x ſciences 
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ſciences may gene anpe vertue, becauſe they 


pꝛepare the mynd, and make it apt to rece tue 


vertue. Whypche bepnge conſpdercd, no man 
wpll denp, but that they be neceſſarp to euery- 
ir an, that coucptcth verp nobilitee, which ag 
A haue oftentymes ſapde, ts in the hauyng 
and vſe of vertue. Ind verply in whom de⸗ 
ctrine hath bene founden , topned with ver⸗ 
tue, there vertue hath ſemed excellent, as 
mought ſape triumphant. 

Scipio, commen of the moſte noble houſe 


ok the Romaynes, in hyghe learnpnge and 


knowilage of the nature of thynges wonder⸗ 
full ſtudious, haupng alwape wpth hym the 
moſt excellent Philoſophers and poetes that 
were in his tpme,was an example and inpz= 
rour of marttall pzoweſſe, conttnence, deuo⸗ 
tion, lpberalitee, and ok all other vertues. | 
Cato, called TUttcenſis , named the chtcfe 
pyllar of the publike weale ol the Romapns, 
was ſo muche inflamed in the deſpꝛe of lear⸗ 
nyng, that (as Suctontus wzireth) he could 


not tempꝛe him ſelfe in readyng Grek bokes 


whyles the Senate was ſpttpng. 

Howe muche tt pꝛoſited to the noble X12 
guſtus, whyche vnt pll the death of hys vncle 
Julius C eſar, dvlpgentip applycd hys ſtudy 
in Athencs, it wel apperrd after that the Ci 
uple warres were all finyſhed: whan hcre- 
fozming the whole eſtate of y publtke weale, 
ſtablyſhed the Senate, and takpng vntohim 
ten honozable perſonages, daplp in his _— 

| perſon 
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perſon conlulted with theym of mattiers to 
be repoꝛted twple in a moneth to the Senat 
in ſuche wple apding and helppng fozth that 
moſte noble courte wpth hps incomparable 
ſtudp and dylygence. 

The Emperour Titus, ſonne to Aaſpa⸗ 
ſian, koʒ hys lcarnyng and vertue, was na⸗ 
med the delicate of the woꝛlde. 

Abarcus Antontus, the Emperour, w 
in cucrp kpnde ok icarnpna ſo exceilent, that 
he was therefozc openly named the philoſo- 
pher, not in repꝛoche (as menne dove nowe a 
dayes in deſpyte call them philoſophers and 
poctes, whom they percepue ſtudious in ſun 
d2p good diſciplines) but to the augmenta⸗ 
tion of his honour. Foz being of hys owne 
nature aptly incipned to embꝛace vertue, he 
addpng to abundance of tearnpng? , became 
therebp a wonderfull and perfccte Pꝛynce, 
bcpng nepthcr of ſtudp wythdzawen frome 
affapꝛes of the publike Weale, noꝛ by anp bu 
ſines vtterip plucked from phileſophye, and 
other noble doctrtnes, By the Which mutual 
coniunction and iuſte temperaunce of thoſe 
two ſtudies , he attapned to ſuche a fourme 
in all hys gouernaunce that he Was named 
and taken fo2 father of the ſenate, of the pco= 
ple, and vnpuerſallp of all the whole emppꝛe. 

Moꝛeouer, hys dec des and woꝛdes were 
of al: men hadde in ſo hyghe eſtimation and 
reuerence that bothe the Senate and people 
toke of hym lawes and rules of their liuing, 
Cc. iu. And

And in his gouernance and pꝛopꝛe lining,as 
wel at home in his houſe, as in his ciuile bus 
ſines, he was to hym ſcife the onip lawe and 
example. Ind as he was aboue other higheſt 
in authoꝛitee, ſo by the vnpueiſall opinion of 
all men, he was iudged io be of ai other men.

F (= 
nally ſo large is the compaſſe of that, whiche 
is named hiſtozie, that it comp2chendeih all 
thyng that is neceſſarp to be put in memozy., 
In ſo muche as Friſtotle , where he decla⸗ 
reth the partes of mannes bodpe, wyth their 
deſcription and offices, and allo the ſundzpe 
fozmes d diſpoſitions of ail beaſteg, foules, 
and fpſhes, wyih thcir gentration, namcth 
hys booke an hiſtozp. Scmblablye Theo⸗ 
phꝛaſt his ſcholer, a noble philoſopher, deſcri= 
upng al herbes and trees, wherof he mought 
auc the true knowlage, intitleth his booke, 
he hiſtozp of planes, Ind finallp, Plynye 
the elder, calleth his moſt cxtellent and won= 
derfuli wozke, the hiſtozp of nature: in the 
whyche booke he nothyng omytteth , that in 


the boſome of natur e is contepned, and mape 


be by manncs wytte compꝛehended, and 18 
Wwozthp to be had in remembꝛance. Whyche 
authozitees of theſe thzee noble and excellent 
learned men, appzoucd the ſignpficatpon of 


hiſtozp,to agree wel wyth the expoſition of 


the verbe Hiftorio, wherof it commeth. 
Node let vs ſee what boke of holp ſcrip⸗ 

ture, ¶ meane the olde Teſtamente and the 

newe, mape be lapde, to haue no parte of hi⸗ 


Aozę. The kpue bookes of Mopſes, the _

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ok Judges, the foure bokes of kpnges, Job, 
Heſter, Judith, Ruth, Thobias, and alſo the 
hyſtozte of M achabees ( whyche krome the 
other is ſeparate) J ſuppoſe noo man wpil 
deny, but that thep be all hiſtozicall:oꝛ (as N 
mought ſap) enticy hiſtozies. Alſo Eldzas, 
Meemias, Ezechiell, and Daniell, although 
they were pꝛophetes: pet be their woꝛks coz 
pact in fourme of narrations, which by oꝛa⸗ 
t02s be called cnunciatiue,+ only pertepneth 
to hiſtozies, wherin is expꝛeſſid a thing done 
and perſons named. Ill the other pzophets, 
though thep ſpeake of the tyme future oꝛ to 
come, whiche is out of the deſcription of an 
hyſtoꝛpe, pet epther in rebukpng the ſpnnes 
and enozmities paſſed, oz bewaplyng the des 
ſtruction ot their countrepe,c2 captiuitpe af 
the people, and ſuch lpke calami:16e 02 myſe⸗ 
rable eſtate, alſs in meuynge oz perſlwading 
the pcople, thep do recite ſome carcumltance 
of a narration, 
But now be we commen to thenew Te⸗ 
ſtamente, and pzincipaliy the bookes of the 
Euangeliſtes, vulgarip called the goſpelles, 
whyche be one context of an hyſtoʒy: do not 
they contepne the tempozall ix fe of our a- 
uiour Ch:ilt, kynge of kynges, and lozde of 
the wozide, vntyll his glozious aſſention?

ſtozy : The epiſtles of ſainct Maule, ſaincte 
Beter, ſainct John, ſainct James, ſand Ju⸗ 
das, the apoſtles , doo contepne counſaples 
and aduertiſementes, in the kourme of c2a= 
tions, recitpng dpuers places as well out of 
the old teſtament, as out ofthe goſpeis, as it 
Were an abbzeut tc, called of the Grekes and 
latincs Epitoma, This is wel knowen to be 
true, of thepin that haue had anye lepſure to 
rede hoip ſctip:ure: who remébrynge théſel⸗ 
ucs by this mp lttle inductiõ, will leue to ne⸗ 
glect hyſtozy,0z contemne it with lo generall 
a diſpꝛaiſe as they haue ben accuſtomed. - 

But pct ſome will impugne them with a 
moꝛe particular obiection, ſaping: The hy= 
ſtoꝛies of the Greckes and Romapnes be no⸗ 
thyng but lieg, and feinynge of poctes: ſome 


ſuche perſons there bee, vetwene whom and 


good aucto2s hath euer ben perpetuall hoſti⸗ 
litie. Fyꝛſt, how do they knowe, that all the 
hyſtoꝛtes of Grekes and Romapns bee lca= 
ſynges, lens they kynde not, that any ſcrip⸗ 
ture autentike, made aboute that tyme that 
thoſe hyſtozies were witten, do repzoue oz 
tontempne them? But the molke cathoipke 
and renoumed doctozs of Chziſtes religion, 
in the cozrobozation of their arguments and 
ſentences do alledge the lame nn, — 
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bouche (as J mought ſap) to their apde the 
auctoꝛitte ot the w2pters. Ind pet ſome of 
thoſe Kat ines (in goddes name) whyche in 
comparpſon of the ſayd noble dectoures, bee 
as who laprhe petites, and vneth lettred: 
Wyl pꝛeſume, with thepz owne ſelp wits to 
diſpzoue that, whiche bothe by aunctentec of 
tyme, & conſent of bleſſed and noble doctours 
is allowed, and bp theyz werkes honozed, 

If they wpil coniect hiſtozies to be ſpes, 
becauſe thep lomtpme make repoꝛte of thyn⸗ 
ges ſene, and actes done, which doo ſeeme to 
the reders incredible: by the ſame reaſon map 
tizcp not onclp condempne ail holy ſcripiure, 
whych contepncth thyngs moze wonderfull, 
than any hiſtoztan wzpteth, but alſo exclude 
crudelitie vtterly from the companpt of ma- 
Foz how manp things be daply lene, whicha 
beexngerepo2tcd bnto hym that neuer ſawe 
tem, ſhoulde ſeme umpoſlibic- 

And ik thep wpl alledge,that al thing con⸗ 
tctned in holp ſcripture, is appꝛobate bp the 
hole contente of ail the clergie of Chiſten⸗ 
dome, at diuers generall counſaples afſfoicd, 
Certes the ſame counſailes neuer diſpʒoued 
02 reiected the hiſtozics of 'Greekes oz Ros 
inapns, but thr moſt catholpke end excclient 
learned m:n of thoſe congregations, embꝛa⸗ 
ced their cxayles, and ſowyng them in their 
Workes, made of the ta the church of Chziſt 
ajnecſarpe opnament. A dinptte, that ſome 
b;760:1:5 be interlaced with leaſpnges: why 

ſhoulde 
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thoulde we therfozc neglecte them ? ſens the 
affaircs there repoꝛted, nothpnge concerneth 
vs, we bepng thereof no partencrs,ne ther- 
bp onelp mape recepue any domage, But pf 
by readpnge the ſage counſaple cf Neſtoz, 
the ſubtpil perſwaſyon of Ulpſſes, the com⸗ 
pindtous arauſtce of Menclaus, the (mpe= 
rialt maieſtp of A gamemnon, the pꝛoweſſe 
of Achulies, and valpant courage of Yectoz, 
we map appzchend any thyng, wherbp oure 
wytts map be amended, and our perſonages 
be inoze apt to ſetue oure publike wealc and 
our pꝛynce: what fozceth it vs, though Yos 
mere wzite lcaſpnges - | 

F ſuppoſe noo man thpnketh , that E ſopa 
wꝛote goſpels:pet who doubteth, but that in 
his fabics,the foxe, the hare, and the Wolfe, 
thoughe they neuer ſpake, doo teache manpe 
good wpledomes : whichc beynge well con= 
ſydered, menne (if they haue not auowed to 
repugne agaynſt rcaſon) ſhall confeſſe with 
Quintiltan, that fewe, and vneth one mape 
de founde of auncient witerg, whichec ſhall 
not bzpng to the readers, ſom thing commo 
dious: And ſpectallp thep that wzpte mat⸗ 
ters hiſtozycal,the leſſon whrrok is as itwer 
the mpzrour of mis lpfe, expꝛeſſing actually 
and (as it wert at the epen) the beautye ot 
vertue, and the defoꝛmitte and lothlpneſſe of 
vice, Wherefoꝛe Lactantius ſapthe: Thou 
mult nedes perpſhe, pf thou know not what 
ts to th life pzofitablegthat thou maiſt ſ 997 
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foz it: and what ts daungerous, that thou 
mapſt fiee and eſchue it. Whych J dare af- 
kirin map come ſooneſt to paſſe by the reding 
of hyſtoꝛtes, and reteinyng them in continua 
remembzaunce.

He other expertence, which is in our 

pꝛopꝛe perſones, and is of ſome men 

called pꝛactiſe, is no ſmall moment oꝛ 

efficacy in theacquirpng of Sapiẽ̃ce: 
in ſomuche that it ſeineth, that no operation 
oꝛ atfapꝛe may be perfect, noꝛ noo ſcpence oz 
arte complete, except experience be ther vnto 
added, whereby knowledge is ratifpcd, and 
(as I mought ſay ) conſolidate. 

It is wꝛytten, that the great kynge Jle⸗ 
xander, on a tpme beyng (as it hapned) vn⸗ 
occupied, came to the ſhop of Ipclles, the ex⸗ 
cellent painter, and ſtandyng by him, wohtles 
he painted, reaſon«cd with him of lynes, adũ⸗ 
brations, pꝛopoꝛtions. and other lpke things 
perteinyng to imagerp: Which the paynter a 
Iytle whyles ſufferyng, at the laſte ſapde to 
the Ryng, with countenacec al ſmiung:Seeſt 
thou noble pꝛince, howe the boye that gryy= 
deth my colours, dothe laugh thee to ſcozne - 
Which wo2des the kyng toke in good part, 
and heide hym therwith tuſtly cozrected, con 

ſyderyng 
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ſyderyng by his own office in marcial affa(z 
tes, that he than had in hande, howe great a 


poztion of knowlege fapleth, where lacketh 


experience. And therin gouernours {h all not 


diſdeigne to bee reſembled vnto Phiſiiions, - 


conſpderpng thepꝛ offices tn curing and pꝛe⸗ 
ſerupng, be moſt lpke of any other. 
That parte of Phiſike, calied Rattonalt, 


Wherby is declared the facuitics oz powers 


of the be dye, the cauſes, accidentes, and to⸗ 
kens of ſickneſſes, can not always bet ſure; 
without ſome experience in the temperature 
02 diſteinperature of the regions, in the dil⸗ 
poſition of the pacient, in diete, concoction, 
quietneſſe, excrciſe, and ſleape. And Galene 
pꝛince of phiſitions, exhozteth them to know 
exact iy the accuſtomed dicte of their pacien⸗ 


tes, which can not happen withoute muche 


reſozte into thepz cõpantes, ſeriouſip noting 
they vſage in diete. Semblably the vni⸗ 
nerſail ſtate of a countrep cz ct:ye, map bee 
well lpkened to the body of man. Wherfoze 
the gouernours, tn the ſteede of philitions, 
attendpng on their cure, ought to know the 
cauſes of the decape of thepz publike weals 
whiche is the healthe of thcp;z countrepe oz 
citie, and than wyth expedition, to pꝛocede 
to the moſt ſpedy and ſure rem dy. But cer⸗ 
tes the veraye cauſe of decape, ne the trewe 
meane to cure it, map ncuer bee (afficiently 
knowen ok gouernoures, excepte they them 
ſ:iucs wpll perſonally reſozte and per vſe all

nance, and inſerche diligent ly, as weil what
